Mr. Storck dedicated several 
adults by holy baptism to become Christians, and then 
confirmed seventy-six young people from this congrega- 


tion in their baptismal vow. © Only a determined infidel, 


or light minded dreamer, resting in spiritual death, can 


deny the presence of God during such a solemn scene; 


and to all Christians it must give joy, revival, consola- 
tion and encouragement, when so many of the children 
and relations, after due instruction, bend their knees with 


joy to Jesus, and solemnly vow to be, and remain, his pro- 
perty forever; and to hear the fervent calls to the throne 
of grace during the imposition of hands, for strength *

constitution is according to his instructions, received from 
this Synod, that such a constitution be adopted by us. 
But that if such constitution is not consonant with such 
instructions, the same must first be communicated to our 
next Synod ; and only then, if adopted, can it be binding 
on us.

After the usual Morning Service, business proceeded, 
3 14.

amination, and who come well recommended—likewise, to 
“renew such licenses to candidates and catechets as are no 
expired; to continue in force until the next Synod. 

The secretary will, as soon as possible, acquaint the revd. 
Messrs. Henkel and Bell with the above resolution, and 
at the same time express our regret that neither of them 


have honored us with their presence; and which regret is 


increased by the irritating letters written to individuals of 


__ this ministry by the revd. Mr. Ph. Henkel and J. E. Bell. 
And at the same time to express to them our conviction of 


the necessity of supporting an institution submissive to 


Christian rules, and subject to the constitution of the Lu- 


theran and Reformed churches. 

15. A petition from Bottetourt and Montgomery coun- 
ties, Virginia, praying for the advancement of Martin 
Walther, was read; and resolved, that if, on examina- 
tion, he is approved, that he should have license as a can- 
didate to the next Sy nod. 


N. B. This examination took place afterwards, and he 
received such license. 

16. A heart affecting memorial from mS Se of our 
church in Illinois Territory, praying for spiritual minis- 
tration, could not otherwise be answered, than with the 
painful ejaculation, „Dear Brethren—We gladly would, 
help you, but we cannot.” 

17. Sundry letters and certificates 1 to differen- 
ces in South Carolina, particularly against the revd. John 
Firanklow, Were committed to the revd. Jacob Sherer, 


and Daniel Mosier to examine the same, and to report 
thereon. 4 


18. On the petition from Pendleton, and wie counties 
in Virginia, praying for the ordination of their minister, 


Daniel Sherer, It was decided, that in regard of his * 
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dustry, good character, and the great distance he has to 
travel to this Synod, he receive license as a candidate ſor 


two years, and unto the Synod next after, with the charge, 
that one or more deputies from his con * e attend 
this Synod next year. K 

19. A memorial from And rew Hoyl, enn county, 
was communicated, wherein he complains of candidate Da- 
vid Henkel, that he had treated him rashly, and made use 
of improper means to deprive him of his good reputation. 
And after an impartial hearing of both parties and their 
proofs, the above complaint was found to be well ground- 
ed. During this examination, a good deal was also as- 


serted against the doctrine preached by David Hauke, 
and in the nature of a complaint insisted on. * 


With this afflicting examination, and the above decision, 
the business of the day was closed late in the ev oe 
and after sin ging a verse we separated. 


“WEDNESDAY, 

The Synod met at an early hour, after the usual morning | 
service— 

20. Adam Castner of Lincoln county complained, tat 
David Henkel, together with the elders, and some assist- 
ing members, of the congregation to which he belongs, 
had unjustly excommunicated him ; and after hearing the, 
accusation against Castner, and his defence, together with 7 
the manner of his excommunication, it was decided; hat 
the excommunication is void, and that the said Castner is 
now a full member of our church. 65 


21. The accusation against David Henkel, that he 
preached the doctrine of transubstantiation that whoever 


is baptised and partakes of the Lord's supper is saved 
that he has a right to forgive sins, and other doctrines 
leading to superstition; was not sufficiently established. 
And he now declared in presence of the Synod, that he- 
never believed in such doctrines*-that he was only mis- 
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understood, and never preached such—that he never will 
preach such, as it is not the doctrine of the Lutheran 
church—and that he will conduct himself towards other 
Christian ministers friendly and brotherly, (as complaints 
against him respecting his infringing honorable conduct, 
in this respect, were also made.) But, it was at first re- 
solyed, that David Henkel receive no powers to act as 
candidate for one year; afterwards this resolution was so 
amended, that he receive license as catechet for six months, 
‘and that if, after the expiration of that term, he produce 
to our president sufficient credentials that peace reigneth 
in his congregations, and that from without, especially 
from our reformed, or Presbyterian brethren, no impor- 


Gent: complaint . existed agninst him, he bo antherised to 


grant him license as a candidate, to be in force to the next 
meeting of the Synod. And it being stated that his con- 
gregations might not receive him as now situated, Resolved, 
‘that, on application, a letter 15 recommendation be given 
to him. 
Aſter this, candidate Mickel Rauch , preached from Mat. 

11, 5, 6—“ Unto the poor the gospel is preached,” &c. 
Aſter him, the revd. John Hatch, (who on his missiona- 

ry journey, visiting the reformed congregations in North 
Carolina, as also the revd. Mr. Boger, a resident reform- 
ed preacher, honored us with their presence in all our de- 
liberations,) preached with emphasis and applause from 
Rom. &, 4, 5,— Or despiseth thou the riches of his good- 
ness, and &c. 

After he had concluded, 

22. The candidates Daniel Moser and Mikel Rauch, 
having first solemnly covenanted, by the grace of God, to 
be faithful servants of the Lord Jesus Christ and his gos- 


pel, were consecrated as deacons to the vineyard of the 
Lord, in the Lutheran church. The consecration was 


performed by the revd. President, the R. 
Miller and G)Shober—" 
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And after the numerous congregations had been dismis - 
sed with the blessing of the Lord, 

23. The committee appointed for that purpose, (see 
No. 17,) reported—That, Mr. Franklow had propagated 
untruths against the revd. Godfrey Dreher; and that af- 
ter a reconciliation had taken place, and they had recipro- 
cally promised silence, the said Mr. Franklow had again 
propagated the same falsehood in another county than 


that in which Mr. Dreher lived; that he afterwardsac- . » 


knowledged the same, and justified his conduct on the 
ground of his having received it from hearsay; That af- 
terwards, when candidate Metz had been authorised by 
our president to call a meeting of the ministers in South 
Carolina, in order, if possible, to effect a reconciliation, 
and if not, to report proceedings to the Synod—Franklew_ 
there, in the first place, denied the charge; but after it 
was proven to him by three witnesses, he again excused . 
himself by saying, he had heard the report against G. Dre- 
her, but could not prove it—and further, that no — 
reconciliation now existed. 

This report was adopted by the Synod. 

And on the question, whether Mr. Franklow should be 


silenced for a year or six months, it was decided that he 


be silenced for six months, and during that time not be- 


long to our ministry; and if the parties at the expiration Ww 


of the said term are truly reconciled, and live in brotherly. 
Jove and union, he may resume his ministerial functions 


but if no brotherly love, as above, is effected, then he re- 
main silenced to the next Synod, 


24, The committee which was appointed (ee No, 8,) 
to examine the treasurer’s account, report 

That at at the beginning of this Sy nod he had a just de- 
mand against us of five hundred and thirty-seven dollars 
and eighty-two cents; but that 1377 English hooks on the

} —— the above debt must be paid. 

But, say the committee, we desire to propose, that all 
monies received during this Synod, be applied towards the 
discharge of the said debt, that the interest thereon may 
be reduced ; and that as the books are sold, the money 
given for the support of a seminary, may again be and re- 
main free for that purpose—for we find, that if no misfor- 
tune happens, and that the books are sold at seventy-five 
cents a piece, we will have in the treasury 8493, 98. 

“The above report and proposition was unanimously 
adopted, and the revd. G. Shober, was elected treasurer, 
who as such received all the monies (see 5,) into his pos- 
Session. 

25. The committee, (see No. 4,) reported as follows: 

Whereas, the now assembled Synod of the German and 
English Lutheran church in, and for, North Carolina and 
adjacent states, at Buffaloe Creek church, on the 26th day 
of April, 1819, unanimously declared the desire to seek, 
and promote a general union with all the Synods of our 
church in the United States, and having given to us, the 
subscribing committee, the charge to draw up instructions 
for the government of our deputy at the formation of an 
union with the other existing Synods of our church—We 
pray to propose for consideration and acceptance the fol- 
lowing instructions, according to which, our deputy is to 


de guided in his attempts to effect a general union. 


These instructions, (which the secretary thinks impro- 
per now to have printed,) were considered paragraph after 
paragraph, amended, and then unanimously approved. 


26. A proposition, that each congregation should elect 
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three or five sensible men out of the congregation, whose 
business it should be to decide, in love, all the differences 
arising among the members thereof was rejected, because 
the stewards and elders are, * for that purpose elected 
by the congregations. 


27. As it was made to appear, that Jacob Miller from 


Stokes county, had now served several years as catechet, 


with industry and applause, that his conduct is auimpentb- 
able, that he preaches to the satisfaction of the hearer, 
and that several congregations would gladly accept of him 
as their teacher and minister if he was authorised to ad- 


minister the Lord's supper —It was resolved that he re- 
ceive license as a candidate to the next Synod. 8 + 


Here the transactions of this day were ended, with a 
hymn and prayer. 


THURSDAY, April 29. 


The meeting opened as usual. 
28. On the proposition of R. J. Miller, the situation of 
those congregations in South Carolina, which are repre- 
sented by Mr, Riser, (see 14,) were taken under consider-

congregation, whenever it is desired. It is also expected 
that the revd.

29. On the question of the revd. Jacob Sherer), Whether 
he had permission to move away from his congregation in 
Guilford county before the next Synod, it was conceded to 
him With the mournful consent of the deputy from. that 


place; And resolved, that in case he accepts another call, 
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should visit the small congregation in Wilk’s county, and 
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the revd. Daniel Moser or Daniel Walcher will step in 
his place to the next meeting of the Synod; and that if 
Mr. Walcher goes to Guilford in his place, the revd. Ja- 


cob Miller will administer in the congregations on Abbot’s 
creek.

of a Constitution for a Religious Tract Society, proposed to be 
established by the Davidshurg Church, New-Market, yu.

This society shall consist of members of every religious 
persuasion. The officers of the society shall be a presi- 
dent, one secretary, one treasurer, and six directors, each 
to serve one year. Agents shall be appointed throughout 
the United States, whose duty it shall be to deliver tracts 
to subscribers, receive the monies due thereon and for- 
ward them to the treasurer. Any person can become a 
member of this society by paying one dollar annually, as 
long as he wishes to be considered as such; and if he desires * 
the tracts in both languages, to pay two dollars annually. ee 
This society shall publish the annual proceedings of the Eu- 
glish and German Lutheran Synod of North Carolina and 
adjoining States; and if it is desired, also the proceed- 
ings of the other Lutheran Synods in the United States, as 
well as any interesting information furnished by those bodies. 
The society shall publish, under the care of the General 
Synod, an “ Evangelical Archive.“ This, book shall be 
printed on demi paper of a good quality, octavo size, and 
shall appear in numbers of sixteen pages each. The pro- 
fits arising from these publications are to be paid over an- 
nually to the treasurer of the North Carolina Synod, by 
which it is to be devoted to the assistance of poor theolo- 

gical Students and teachers, and for the purchase of use- 
ful books. As soon as one thousand subscribers are ob- 


tained, the publication of the “ Evangelical * Shall 
commence.

fellow-laborer to make some reflections on the transac- 
tions as herein recorded? Is it not true that we never yet 
have had such disagreeable labors before us as during the 
present ‘Synod? Were there not such among them that 
had more the appearance of law court business, than busi- 
néss belonging to the ministry of the gospel? But were we 
not constrained to act as we did, in order not to appear 
as a body that only hears and attends to its own mem- 
bers? Can we, or ought we, to suppress these transactions 
from being stared at, if we want to appear as an honest 
and upright ministry ? And what will be the consequence ? 
I, for my part, would have been silent, and not have pub- 
lished any thing about it, rather than cause heart burn- 
ings or murmurings. But as an officer of the Synod, I 
had no charge to publish any thing else, or less than what 
came before us—but yet I endeavored not to paint any 
thing in livelier colors than the original picture required, 


ciously look down upon our well meant decisions in sup- 
port of his cause and church discipline. 

But is it not grievously to be lamented, that so many dif- 
ferences exist among us, and which, for the most part, 
have their origin in trifles, and yet grow to a bitter root? 
Is it not lamentable that some teach according to their own 
spirit and will, and do not permit the spirit of meek- 
ness, love, tenderness, mercy and patience to reign ; but 
suffer the spirit of distrust, jealousy, wrangling, disputing, 
and disposition to domineer? Where will this lead to? 
And yet we ought to be patterns to the flock, and do de- 
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sire to be called disciples of the meek and lowly minded 

Jesus ; and who are not known in heaven or earth as such, 
except by living in love with one another. 

But what can we do in order that the God of peace and 
love be and remain with, among and in us? Answer, no- 
thing but fervently and united to sigh, groan, and pray to 
him the giver of all good gifts, the universal physician for 

all complaints, that he would guide ug by his holy spirit, 
and heal us with balm from Gilead, least the infection 
should spread and whole flocks get the rot. O my dear 
young fellow laborers in the extensive field before us, let 
us accustom ourselves daily and fervently to pray in -or- 
der to grow without ceasing in the manner that Jesus 
taught and lived; and that we might, setting aside all 
wisdom from below, know nothing among our congre- 
gations but Jesus Christ and him crucified, and to pro- 
claim justification by and through him alone—then shall 
we, instead of being treated uncharitably by other persua- 
sions, reap love and cordial attachment from such of them 
to whom Christ is all in all. By the simple word of God, 
Jesus suffered, bled and died for all—we shall save our- Fi 
selves and those that hear us, and be preserved in the § | am 
hour of temptation, which will come upon all those who “BY 
preach themselves, and not Christ, the son of God. | 

May he grant us a perceptible portion of the power of 

his holy spirit, so as to enable us to become, to be, and to 

remain faithful and true to the cause of the Redeemer, un- 

til faith expires in sight—This is the wish of all Zion’s
